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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 25-27, 29, 30 and 34-44 are pending. Applicant has amended claims 25-27, 
cancelled claim 28, and added new claims 34-44. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/27/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 25-27, 29, 30 and 34-35, 37-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kanojia et al. (U.S. 2004/0181593 Al) in view of Grooters (U.S. 6,931,593 
Bl). 



As to claim 25, Kanojia teaches detecting the attachment of a hardware device to a host 
system (user plugs in a peripheral device ... USB port; page 9 5 section 186-187), wherein a client 
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software running on the host system is notified of the hardware device attachment (the system 
agent 20 ... USB port; page 9, paragraph 187 and page 3, paragraph 56), getting the device 
information (the system agent intercepts the plug and play string form the peripheral device; 
page 9, section 187), establish a connection with a remote server system (the system agent of the 
network device ... registering device; page 6, sections 100-103), forwarding to the server system 
host related information including hardware device information (The assigned GUID . . . system 
server 100; page 6 section 104 and the system agent 220 ... system manager 120; page 10, 
section 188), wherein the host related information includes host operating system information 
and hardware information (the system agent ... system manager 120; page 6, paragraph 100 and 
inherent from the system manager ... supported operating systems ... available; page 10, 
paragraph 189), and the hardware device information includes device class, and other 
information to identify the hardware device (col. 6, paragraph 101), the server system searches 
for information related to the host related information and hardware device information (page 1 0, 
paragraph 189 and page 6, paragraph 97) and includes promotional or educational materials 
(promotions; page 6, paragraph 97), and delivering to the host system formatted presentation 
data (page 8, section 164). 

Kanojia does not teach querying the hardware device for device information, wherein the 
client software queries the device, the hardware device information includes device protocol, 
vendor identification number, the server system search the world wide web for information, and 
aggregates and formats presentation data based on the search for delivery to the host system. 
However, Grooters teaches querying the hardware device for device information (upon 
determination ...for additional information; col. 7, lines 37-39), wherein the client software 
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queries the device (col. 7, lines 37-39), the hardware device information includes device 
protocol, vendor identification number (manufacturer; col. 5, lines 53-56), the server system 
search the world wide web for information (Internet search; col. 7, lines 39-44 and col. 1-4), and 
aggregates and formats presentation data based on the search for delivery to the host system (col. 
7, lines 44-46 and col. 8, lines ). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to combine the teaching of Kanojia and Grooters because it provides a method to 
generate information for specific devices in the system (col. 1, lines 57-67). 

As to claim 26, Kanojia teaches the presentation data can be selected in a predetermined 
order based on demographics or profile information collected about a user using the host system 
(page 6, paragraph 97). Grooters teaches user information is collected by the client software 
running on the host system (col. 5, line 61 - col. 6, line 25). 

As to claim 27, Kanojia teaches the host related information includes specifications about 
the host system limitations (page 6, sections 100-101). 

As to claim 29, Kanojia teaches the host system's limitations relate to the host system's 
display limitations (page 6, section 101 and page 3, section 45). 

As to claim 30, Kanojia teaches the host's system limitations relate to data 
communication limitations between the host system and the server system (page 3, section 45). 
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As to claim 34, Kanojia teaches the presentation data is formatted by the server system or 
by the client software running on the host system (page 8, paragraph 164). 

As to claim 35, Grooters teaches the presentation data can be stored by a user for re- 
display at a later time (col. 6, lines 1-25 and col. 8, lines 59-66). 

As to claim 37, it is the same as the method claim of claim 25 except it is a computer 
product claim, and is rejected under the same ground of rejection. 

As to claims 38-43, see rejections of claims 26, 27, 29, 30, 34 and 35, respectively. 

5. Claims 36 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kanojia et al. (U.S. 2004/0181593 Al) in view of Grooters (U.S. 6,931,593 Bl). 

As to claims 36 and 44, Kanojia and Grooters do not teach the presentation data is 
associated with a fee based service, where a third party can promote a service, product or idea by 
subscribing to a service provider. However, Kanojia teaches promotions are a special type of 
content that advertise goods and services (page 3, paragraph 59). Chatini teaches data is 
associated with a fee based service, where a third party can promote a service, product or idea by 
subscribing to a service provider (page 4, paragraph 44). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teaching of Kanojia 
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and Chantini because a method whereby advertisements are made available to customers based 
on the customer profiles and device information. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-27 and 29-30 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. See PTO-892.
